ECUMMENICAL CONFERENCE.

NEW YORRK, Apmil IT.—At the
Ecummenical conference today, among
other interesting papers, the (follow-
Ing were read:

"An Object Lesson in Self Support”
was the theme of the paper by Rev,
H. G. Underwood, D. D, missionary In
Corea of the Presbyterinn church In
the United States.

This paper presentad an object lesson
in Coren, not of self support, but of a
fleld and a mission where the self sup-
port principle was strenuously pushed
from the very first. Today there are,
of the first 15 years work In Corea, out
of 183 imperfectly organized Presbytor.
ian churches, 168 that are entirely self-
supporting. In them there s an adult
membeérship of 2573, of whom 8685 were
wdded during the year. They contrib-
uted a total for the year of 6,274 yen,
These figures do not represent a large
ampunt given In grain, eggs, products
of various kinds and n great deal of
voluntary labor, not only In preach-
Ing, but in the bullding of churches,
ete. For socletles working under the
Presbyterian councll the reports of 1599
gave 188 churches, and yet among them
all we have not 4 single fully and com-
pletely organized Presbyterian churvch
in Corea,

The paper on “Self Support,” pre-
pared by the Rev, H. N, Barnum, D.
D., & missionnry of the American board
in Harpoot, Eastern Turkey, was rvad.
In substance It was as follows:

“The idea of self-support took shape
in Harpoot Meld sooner than in any
other station In Turkey. The practice
had bzen to pay nimost all the bills in-
oldent to the prosecuting of the work
loauguratad by the missionaries In the
expeciation that the people would vol
untarily propose to assume the burden
themselves as goon as they should ap-
precinte the value of the blessings
brought to thelr doors. This expecta-

tion was not realised. The native

Christians supposed that they had ful-
Mhed thely obligations when they had
uttended the pervices opened by the
misslonary, and sent thelr children to
his wehoolw, The Injunction ‘freely ye
bave freely give' was msup-
In the misslonaries and
not 1o themselves. The Amerieans
were rieh, the natlves were poor and
it wna a favor to the Americans Lo glve
thetn  thelr presence and Jend thelr
moral support. Then we located the
sudents with & small salary Crom us
and thelr board or s equivalent In
maney from the people.
